THE  CONQUEST  OF  NAPOLEON  III. 

The  French  PImperor  s  declaration  of  love  is  an  elaborate 
and  hiRhly  varnished  version  of  the  homely  saying,  **  sour 
grapes.”  The  fox  had  jumped  in  vain  at  a  royal  alliance, 
and  now  he  discovers  that  the  highest  interests  of  France 
required  his  disappointment.  ‘‘  The  alliance  which  I  con- 
“  tract  is  not  in  accord  with  the  traditions  of  ancient  policy, 
*'  and  therein  is  its  advantage  but  it  is  notorious  that  he 
had  sought  an  alliance  which  would  not  have  had  this  ad¬ 
vantage,  and  that  he  did  not  discover  the  position  which 
truly  becomes  him  till  the  false  one  had  been  refused  him. 
He  says  well : 

Whan  in  prefence  of  old  Europe  one  if  borne  on  by  the  force  of  a 
new  principle  to  the  height  of  ancient  dynasties,  it  is  not  by  siring  an 
ancient  character  to  one’s  escutcheon  (envieillUsant  mji  blason),  and  by 
seeking  to  introduce  oneself  at  all  costs  into  a  family,  that  one  is  ac¬ 
cepted.  It  IS  rather  by  ever  remembering  one's  origin,  by  preserving  one's  1 
own  character,  and  by  adopting  frankly  in  presenn  of  Eurojw  the  position 
of  parvenu— Si  glorious  title  when  one  obtains  it  by  the  free  suffrages 
of  a  great  people.  Thus,  obliged  to  depart  from  precedents  followed 
to  the  present  day,  my  marriage  became  a  private  affair,  and  there 
remained  only  the  choice  of  the  person. 

This  manly  argument  should  have  stood  alone  as  all  suf¬ 
ficient.  The  effect  is  impaired  by  the  previous  retrospect, 
in  which  the  foreign  princesses  raised  to  the  French  throne 
in  the  last  seventy  years  are  passed  in  review,  and  con 
demned  as  failures,  whose  unfortunate  examples  have  be¬ 
gotten  a  superstitious  feeling  in  the  people  against  such 
alliances.  If  it  be  remembered  that  foreign  princesses  have 
only  mounted  the  throne  to  see  their  race  dispossessed  or 
proscribed  by  war  or  by  revolution,  it  is  also  not  forgotten 
that  the  amiable  woman  who  was  an  exception  to  the  rule  of 
blood  was  no  exception  to  the  common  fate  of  misfortune, 
unthroned,  unwifed,  at  the  pleasure  of  her  Imperial  master. 
And  the  Emperor  alludes  to  the  marriage  to  which  the 
amiable  Josephine  was  sacrificed  as  a  great  event,  a  pledge 
for  the  future,  and  satisfaction  to  the  national  pride,  the 
house  of  Austria  having  solicited  the  alliance  of  the  elected 
chief  of  a  new  empire.  In  what  did  it  prove  a  pledge  for 
the’future  ?  In  five  years  the  empire  was  a  wreck ;  and  not 
for  one  hour  had  the  alliance  bound  the  Emperor  Francis 
to  the  fortunes  of  the  son-in-law,  whose  ruin  he  helped  to 
hasten  without  compunction.  Then  for  the  satisfaction  to 
the  national  pride,  did  it  require  this  upstart  sort  of  homage 
after  the  repeated  triumphs  of  its  arms,  placing  the  very 
existence  of  Austria  at  the  conqueror’s  mercy,  and  subject¬ 
ing  her  to  any  terms  it  was  his  pleasure  to  dictate  ?  It  is 
in  vain  to  attempt  to  gloss  one  of  the  most  impolitic  and 
unworthy  passages  in  the  life  of  Napoleon,  and  the  attempt 
only  blurs  and  disfigures  the  new  Emperor’s  statement. 
With  similar  indiscretion  the  marriage  of  the  Duke  of 
Orleans  is  characterised  as  offensive  to  the  amour  propre  of 
the  country,  and  the  Prince  represented  as  an  unsuccessful 
fortune-hunter,  constrained  at  last  to  accept  an  alliance  of 
secondaiy  rank,  and  with  the  disadvantage  of  difference  of 
religion.  Surely  there  should  be  some  fellow  feeling  here, 
and  the  Emperor  should  be  prepared  to  acknowledge  that 
the  disappointment  of  the  most  ambitious  matrimonial  views 
may  be  attended  with  the  happiest  result  in  a  humbler  choice. 
But  the  malignant  temptation  to  gird  at  the  House  of 
Orleans  could  not  be  resisted  even  on  this  occasion,  which 
called  for  all  the  amiabilities  and  generosities,  so  true  is 
it  that  the  injurer  never  forgives.  The  omission  of 
all  this  would  have  been  dictated  by  either  good  feel- 
ing  or  good  taste.  The  topic  that  follows  would  have 
taxed  the  nicest  tact, — the  merits  of  the  choice.  Imagine  an 
English  monarch  s  choice  of  a  wife  brought  before  Parlia- 
m^it,  and  recommended  as  a  measure  lesthetic,  economic, 
and  politic.  And  Louis  Napoleon  has  not  the  convenience 
of  ministerial  ex|iosition,  but  has  as  lover  to  explain  to  the 
Senate  the  merits  of  his  choice,  and  to  discuss  an  affair  of 
the  heart  as  an  affair  of  State. 

He  begins  with  her  birth,  then  goes  to  her  heart  and 
education,  which  he  pronounces  French,  then  passes  to  her 
nation,  in  which,  being  it  seems  of  the  frugal  mind  of  Mrs 
Gilpin,  he  finds  this  advantage,  that  she  will  not  have  in 
Franco  a  family  to  which  it  might  be  necessary  to  give 
honoum  and  fortune.  She  is  thus  recommended  as  a 
g(wd  bargain.  Surely  this  consideration  of  the  cheap 
might  have  been  as  gracefully  spared. 

He  concludes  with  a  confident  hope  that  bis  affianced 
will  revive  the  virtues  of  the  Empress  Josephine.  The 
model  is  somewhat  inconsistently  chosen  after  the  reference 
to  a  consideration  of  economy,  for  the  consort  of  Napoleon 
was  extravagant  to  a  vice,  and  her  warm  affectionate  nature 
only  made  her  regime  the  more  disorderly. 

The  concluding  passage  seems  to  us  the  climax  of  bad 
taste : 

Soon  proceeding  to  Notre  Dame,  I  ahall  preient  the  Empreaa  to  the 
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people  and  to  the  army  ;  the  confidence  they  have  in  me  aesuree  me 
of  their  sympathy,  and  you,  Meesieure,  on  learning  better  to  appre¬ 
ciate  her  nrhom  I  have  chosen,  you  will  allow  that  on  this  occasion 
also  I  have  been  inspired  by  Providence. 

A  bride’s  presentation  at  barracks  is  an  idea  not  the  most 
delicate  or  dignified.  It  may  be  said,  however,  that  the  army 
must  be  the  most  competent  critics  of  Napoleon  the  Tliird’s 
conquest.  The  eagle  he  gave  them  is  to  judge  of  his  dove. 
Were  twenty  years  off  his  head  we  might  apply  the  lines  : 

Of  all  the  trophies  which  vain  mortals  boast. 

By  wit,  by  valour,  and  by  wisdom  won. 

The  first  and  fairest  in  a  young  man's  eyes. 

Is  woman's  captive  heart. 

But  this  trophy  is  hardly  the  trophy  for  a  middle-oged 
master  of  legions,  and  the  conquests  of  the  other  Napoleon 
were  more  to  the  taste  of  the  gentry  of  the  sword. 

The  intimation  to  the  senators  is  hardly  gracious,  that 
they  will  come  in  time  to  appreciate  better  than  they  now  do 
Eugenie  Countess  of  Teha,  and  allow  that  on  this  occasion  also 
the  Phnperor  has  been  inspired  by  Providence.  Is  not  the 
Senate  always  ready  to  allow  that '?  If  not,  what  are 
they  good  for?  Are  they  not  ready  at  all  times  to 
accord  him  divine  honours?  Why  could  not  his  Im¬ 
perial  Mojesty  suppose  his  Senate  as  good  judges  of  bis 
bride  as  the  army,  to  whom  he  has  only  to  present  her 
to  be  sure  of  acceptation  ?  But  who  dares  to  be  displeased 
on  such  an  occasion?  As  King  Arthur  in  Totn  Thumb  pro¬ 
claims  : 

The  man  who  frowns  this  day  shall  lose  bis  head, 

That  be  may  have  no  head  to  frown  withal. 

And  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  there  is  no  reason  for  frown¬ 
ing,  and  the  choice  really  does  the  Emperor  more  credit 
than  the  reasons  be  assigns  for  it,  the  Countess  of  Teba 
being,  as  we  are  informed,  a  person  of  very  superior  intellect 
ns  well  as  a  very  pretty  and  pleasing  woman.  She  is  said 
to  be  somewhat  •  eccentric  and  wayward,  but  any  sort  of 
originality  and  earnestness  are  often  misunderstood  and 
condemned  under  these  terms. 

Wo  cannot,  like  some  of  our  contemporaries,  build  hopes 
of  a  reformation  from  this  union ;  we  do  not  expect  tiie  fable 
of  the  lion  in  love  to  be  brought  to  life,  and  that  Louis 
Napoleon  will  part  with  bis  teeth  and  claws  to  please 
his  bride ;  yet  there  is  much  importance  in  this  mar¬ 
riage  in  our  view,  inasmuch  ns  it  is  the  first  departure 
from  the  most  servile  copy  of  the  actions  of  Napoleon. 
In  this  instance  for  the  first  time,  the  nephew  takes 
the  uncle’s  example  for  warning,  not  for  imitation  or 
parody,  and  corrects  one  of  the  cardinal  errors  of  his  life 
and  policy.  The  weakness  of  Napoleon  was  his  hankering 
for  the  brotherhood  of  kings,  and  bis  vulgar  taste  in  the 
court  furniture  of  fine  names.  The  dynasties  he  trampled 
on  and  humbled  he  truckled  to  in  turn,  his  homage  follow¬ 
ing  their  abasement  to  the  very  dust.  He  conquered  only 
to  stoop  to  those  ho  conquered.  He  treated  Kings  as 
certain  savages  treat  their  idols,  scourging  them,  and  then 
fulling  down  to  w’orship  them.  The  nephew,  in  con¬ 
tracting  this  suitable  alliance,  asserts  higher  principles 
of  conduct;  and  ho  has  departed  from  the  family  model 
in  this  instance,  we  may  begin  to  entertain  the  hope  that  in 
other  respects  in  which  we  have  apprehended  a  parallel  he 
will  see  the  wisdom  of  profiting  by  the  lessons  of  experience, 
and  of  adopting  wiser  counsels  than  those  which  brought 
his  uncle  to  end  his  days  on  the  rock  of  St  Helena. 

But,  outlie  other  hand,  it  must  be  observed  that  the  avowal 
of  the  parvenu  condition  is  pushed  to  a  pretension  of  distinction, 
not  designed  or  calculated  to  please  the  legitimate  dynasties. 
There  is  spirit  in  the  assertion,  and  not  a  little  of  the  spirit 
of  affront.  There  is  truth,  hut  fiourished  as  a  sword  to  wound. 
It  is  intimated  to  the  legitimate  dynasties  that  despotism  is 
not  their  exclusive  possession,  that  it  may  come  from  below 
as  w'ell  08  by  descent,  and  be  amongst  them,  their  mate,  with¬ 
out  kin  with  them,  with  the  might  and  pride  of  the 
upstart  terra  filiuSf  not  of  long  traditions  and  ancestry, 
devolutions  have  hitherto  served  as  the  bugaboo  of  the  old 
governments  of  the  Continent,  as  illustrating  the  excesses  of 
ill-regulated  freedom  ;  hut  here  they  see  springing  from 
revolution  a  power  as  irresponsible  and  arbitrary  as  their 
own,  signifying  to  their  people  that  if  despotism  bo  good 
there  are  other  ways  of  obtaining  it  than  by  the  accidents 
of  birth,  or  that  a  King  Log  having  been  sent  down  by 
Jupiter  a  King  Stork  may  called  in  by  election.  The 
interloper  in  despotism  is  not  content  with  thrusting  himself 
in,  but  he  must  shake  his  elective  title  in  the  faces  of  those 
who  claim  the  right  divine.  There  is  probably  more  temper 
than  purpose  in  this,  it  may  he  an  ebullition  of  pique  at 
slighted  advances,  but  pacific  in  its  tendency  it  is  not. 

We  must,  then,  hold  with  Touchstone’s  course  of  reasoning, 
that  it  is  good  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  departure  from  the 
model  of  Napoleon,  or  rather  a  reversal,  and  that  it  is 
naught,  as  it  savours  of  offence  to  the  Continental  Powers. 
And  regarding  the  interests  of  our  countiy,  we  compound  for 
tlio  thing  with  that  set  off,  believing  that  some  estrange¬ 
ment  between  France  and  the  Northern  Powers  is  no 
security  for  peace  between  us  and  our  neighbours.  We  do 
not  mean  that  w’e  could  escape  a  war  if  France  were  to 
plunge  Europe  into  one,  but  that  France,  without  amity 


with,  and  the  countenance,  open  or  secret,  of  the  Northern 
Powers,  could  not  rush  into  a  war  with  England. 

The  Auemblee  Nationale  has  a  very  remarkable  article, 
controverting  the  Emperor’s  pretensions  to  the  character  of 
a  parvetiUf  and  disputing  the  policy  and  consistency  of  his 
avowal. 

A  parvenu  U,  ta  it  appean  to  at,  ha  who  from  the  rank  of  a  aimpla 
■ub-lieutenant  of  artillery  comet  to  tunound  hit  forehead  with  the 
Imperial  band  after  pasting  over  at  a  conqueror  the  battle-fieldt  of 
Italy  and  Ilgypt.  But  when  it  it  the  illustration  of  a  great  name  and 
the  prestige  which  that  name  exerciees  on  the  imagination  of  a  whole 
people  which  have  placed  the  Crown  on  the  head  of  a  Prince,  he  Can¬ 
not  call  himself  a  parrenu.  What  strikes  ut  in  the  speech  which  we 
have  now  under  examination  is  that  the  traditions  of  old  policy,  always 
liitherto  followed,  even  through  the  storms  of  revolutions,  appear  to 
be  now  abandoned.  We  have  alto  asked  ourselves  why  the  chief  ot 
the  State  proclaimed  that  he  will  not  be  less  strong,  since  ha  will  he 
more  free  ;  and  why  he  adds  that  the  new  Empress  will  be  the  ornament 
of  the  throne,  as  in  the  day  of  danger  the  will  become  one  of  its  most 
courageous  supports.  There  are,  therefore,  dangers  in  the  future  I 
There  are,  therefore,  struggles  to  foresee  since  forces  are  calculated 
and  mention  made  of  courageous  support.  Is  the  speech  of  the  2*2nd 
of  January  in  unison  with  that  of  Bordeaux  ?  The  latter  a  few  months 
since  told  Europe,  **  I  Empire,  e'est  la  paix.*'  The  speech  of  the  22iid 
of  January  also  addresses  monarchical  Europe  in  speaking  to  France, 
and  says,  **  The  Empire  is  a  new  principle,  a  principle  contrary  to 
Tours  :  it  is  the  rupture  with  all  the  traditions  of  old  policy.”  We 
know  it,  but  it  is  the  first  time  that  this  truth  has  appeared  clearly  to 
every  eye.  We,  therefore,  are  not  surprised  at  the  serious  impressions 
which  on  this  subject  have  passed  through  people’s  minds. 

Too  much  importance  is  obviously  here  assigned  to  a 
phrase  intended  to  turn  a  sentence  antithetically,  for  the 
Emperor  cannot  be  supposed  to  have  seriously  meant  to 
reckon  upon  his  affianced  in  a  warlike  capacity. 

As  for  the  nipture  with  the  traditions  of  the  old  policy 
adhered  to  in  the  storms  of  revolution,  we  have  to  remember 
that  the  policy  of  Napoleon,  which  his  nephew  now  re¬ 
nounces,  was  a  policy  which  kept  England  armed  to  the 
teeth  for  the  preservation  of  her  very  existence.  His  desire 
to  enter  into  the  brotherhood  of  kings,  and  to  restore  the 
prestige  of  aristocracy,  served  materially  to  help  him  in  the 
combinations  he  formed  against  this  country.  May  we  not 
then  reasonably  hope  for  an  opposite  result  from  an  opposite 
policy  ? 

THE  DEBATE  OF  THE  PEACE  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Peace  Association  gets  on  much  too  fast,  or  much 
too  slow.  It  either  gets  on  much  too  fast  in  calling  for 
disarmament  forthwith,  or  it  gets  on  much  too  slow  in 
bringing  about  that  blessed  state  of  things  in  which  the 
sword  can  he  turned  to  the  ploughshare,  and  the  spear  to 
the  pruning-hook. 

Let  us  suppose  that  a  society  were  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  all  mankind  the  beauty,  the  duty,  and  the  policy 
I  of  honesty.  What  should  we  think  of  the  wisdom  of  such 
an  association,  if  we  found  its  debates  full  of  declamations 
against  holts,  bars,  and  police,  and  calculation  of  the  money 
spent  in  judicial  establishments  and  the  machinery  of 
police  ?  Should  we  not  say,  Prove  you  have  made  all  men 
honest  before  you  demand  the  abolition  of  precautions  and 
the  guards  against  the  dishonest  ? 

We  have  no  objection  to  the  mission  of  the  Peace  Asso¬ 
ciation  ;  let  it  preach  peace,  let  it  cultivate  peace  ;  let  it 
bring  about  a  millennium,  and  when  it  has  done  that,  but 
not  till  it  has  done  that,  let  it  summon  all  governments  to 
lay  down  their  arms.  Meanwhile  our  defences  may  bo 
maintained  as  provisional,  and  waiting  the  better  times 
which  the  Peace  Association  has  in  store  for  us.  The 
question  then,  however,  arises,  why  should  things  be  done 
by  halves  ?  The  mission  of  the  Peace  Association  is  pro¬ 
fessedly  to  realise  a  part  of  the  duty  of  Christianity,  why 
not  the  whole  ? 

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Condor,  in  a  speech  which  has  the 
merits  of  candour  and  consistency,  remarks 

It  did,  indeed,  leetn  s  dark  and  sad  thing  for  the  Christian  man  to 
reflect  upon,  that  the  Cbriitian  religion  ehould  have  been  in  the 
world  all  theee  yean,  and  yet  that  theee  standing  armies  should  exist, 
keeping  alive  the  spirit  of  war  in  the  midst  of  the  people~that  ^e 
Christian  religion  should  essentially  be  a  nower  of  peace,  and  having 
“  Peace  "  for  the  motto  on  its  banner,  and  yet  that  there  should  still 
be  war.  It  wae  not,  however,  an  insoluble  mystery. 

And  the  reverend  gentleman  quotes  text  of  Scripture  pro¬ 
hibiting  recourse  to  the  sword ;  but  are  there  no  other  equally 
peremptory  commands  contravened  in  Christian  usage  ? 
Have  we  not,  for  example,  numerous  precepts  against  richw? 
and  yet  one  of  the  main  reliances  of  this  Peace  Asaomtion 
for  the  peace  of  the  world  is  the  pursuit  of  wealth  in  ^e 
commercial  intercourse  of  nations.  Yet  the  poverty  which 
the  strict  letter  of  Christianity  would  enjoin  would  1^  the 
best  of  all  guarantees  of  peace,  for  they  who  have  nothing  to 
lose,  and  who  look  to  be  fed  like  the  young  ravens,  offer  no 
temptation  to  the  invader. 

We  must  not  pick  and  choose  the  obligations,  nor  play 
fast  and  loose  with  principles  of  Christiani^,  holding  one 
stringently  binding,  relaxing  others  arbitrarily.  It  costs 
little,  however,  to  inveigh  against  the  sword,  much  to  re 
nounce  riches  as  the  root  of  all  evil.

THE  LITERARY  FUND. 

'I’he  Athenarunif  honourably  jealous  and  watchful  of  what¬ 
ever  concerns  tho  interest  or  welfare  of  literary  men,  has 
called  attention  in  very  forcible  language  to  the  existing 
inaiiagemeiit,  or  inisnianagement,  of  the  Literaiy  Fund, 
Since  its  comments  appeared  we  have  looked  into  the 
matter  a  little  for  ourselves,  and  we  find  them  in  no  respect 
overstated,  or  strained  in  the  application. 

In  the  printed  Report  of  the  Fund  last  issued  credit  is 
taken,  and  to  a  certain  extent  fairly  taken,  for  the  unosten¬ 
tatious  way  in  w’liicli  the  relief  of  the  society  is  supplied  to  the 
necessities  of  the  poor  scholar ;  but  this  is  ill  succeeded  by 
a  series  of  after-dinner  speeches  and  mutual  glorifications 
forming  the  chief  substance  of  its  pages,  which  appear  to 
have  been  fattened  by  the  festivity  into  a  pamphlet  of  con¬ 
siderable  bulk. 

'riie  Report  is  thus  itself  an  evidence  of  the  defective  ad¬ 
ministration  which  is  revealed  by  the  balance-sheet  appended 
to  it.  'I’he  Literary  Fund  is  an  admirable  institution,  in  its 
principle.  It  is  an  investment  of  contributions  received 
from  men  interested  in  literature,  who  are  able  to  spare 
money,  to  be  applied  to  the  secret  relief  of  literary  men 
who  merit  sympathy,  and  who  need  money  sorely.  Every 
shilling  of  the  fund,  therefore,  spent  wastefully  on  any  other 
object,  is  diverted  out  of  its  right'  channel,  and  is  used  in 
injuring  the  cause  for  which  the  money  was  subscribed. 
Applying  this  to  the  details  of  the  Report  of  which  we  are 
speaking,  we  find  them  only  too  characteristic  of  a  manage¬ 
ment  that  has  been  damaging  to  the  fund  in  some  important 
respects,  and  has  been  far  from  so  serviceable  as  it  assumes 
to  have  been  in  others,  for  some  years  past.  Why  should  tho 
sovereigns  of  the  poor  scholar  be  spent  upon  the  printing  of  a 
mass  of  after-dinner  speeches,  and  the  sending  out  of  these 
silly  effusions  to  subscribers,  who  would  surely  far  rather  re¬ 
ceive  a  brief  and  business-like  statement  of  the  year’s  pro¬ 
gress,  together  with  the  balance-sheet,  printed  as  it  might 
easily  be  upon  a  single  piece  of  paper  ?  When  every  pound 
saved  can  relieve  a  pressing  want,  or  do  something  towards 
lightening  tlie  burden  laid  on  some  unhappy  man  of  let¬ 
ters,  there  can  be  nothing  shabby  in  the  exercise  of  the 
most  unflinching  economy. 

As  for  the  dinner  itself,  a  piece  of  display  which  on  the 
last  occasion  appears  to  have  cost  two  hundred  and  forty 
pounds,  in  aggregate  payment  for  things  that  were  put  into 
the  mouths  of  those  present, — not  to  speak  of  so  many 
pounds  more  for  the  publishing  abroad  what  words  came 
in  return  out  of  their  mouths,  and  what  coins  out  of 
their  pockets, — we  are  sorry  it  cannot  be  dispensed  with. 
In  the  case  of  a  young  institution,  of  a  fund  or  charity 
whose  existence  reiiuires  to  be  made  known,  such  expe¬ 
dients  may  be  necessary — we  hardly  see  the  necessity 
in  this  case.  The  amount  collected  at  the  dinner,  as  the 
AthencBum  very  justly  has  remarked,  could  not  have  reached 
five  hundred  pounds,  and  the  gentlemen  by  whom  this 
money  was  subscribed  are  shown  to  have  wasted  two  hundred 
and  forty  pounds  over  the  act  of  paying  it.  And  let  us  here 
remark  that  tho  unobtrusive  character  of  the  Fund  is  ill- 
sustained  if  literary  men  find  it  absolutely  necessary  to  dine 
and  dilate  in  public  over  the  contribution  of  a  few  pounds  to 
the  necessities  of  their  poorer  brethren.  If  that  be  the  way 
in  which  the  Literary  Fund  Society  escapes  the  charge  of 
ostentation,  then  Gargantua  was  perfectly  right  when  he 
would  hide  himself  in  tlie  water  for  fear  of  rain.  We  may 
add  that  when  men  pay  a  guinea  for  a  dinner,  that  they 
may  eat  themselves  into  a  fit  of  charity,  there  ceases  to  be 
anything  odd  in  the  same  hero’s  habit  of  tickling  himself 
to  make  himself  laugh.  And  certainly  if  it  be  good  econo¬ 
my  to  spend  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  in  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  five  hundred,  Gargantua,  when  he  shoed  geese, 
was  no  such  toy  as  men  might  think  him. 

We  append  some  of  the  excellent  remarks  of  the 
Athenmim  on  this  balance  sheet  of  the  Literary  Fund  :

Thus  the  springs  of  charity  are  dried  up.  ^  Even  the 
wealthiest  may  fairly  object  to  support  an  institution  which  is  not 
true  to  its  mission  ;  and  as  to  literary  men,  it  is  unreasonable  to 
expect  them  to  sustain  in  any  great  degree  a  fund  so  largely  drawn 
upon  by  *  office  expjnses  ’  and  by  the  losses  of  an  annual  dinner. 

As  the  Alhenceum  here  observes,  the  money  collected 
for  the  fund  exclusive  of  the  dinner  and  apart  from  per 
manent  income — another  five  hundred — is  paid  by  gemle- 
men  who  escape  gladly  the  dinner-tax,  and  send  in  their  sub¬ 
scriptions  to  the  secretary  ;  while  for  receiving  this  sum,  and 
for  writing  the  letters  and  attending  to  the  business  incurred 
in  the  annual  application  of  not  many  hundreds  of  pounds 
to  a  fixed  purpose,  the  secretary  in  question  is  paid  200/.  a 
year.  Now,  believing  as  w'e  do,  that  the  present  holder  of 
that  oflQce  is  very  competent  to  an  efficient  discharge  of  its 
duties,  and  that,  slight  as  these  are,  they  involve  delicate 
offices  only  properly  entrusted  to  a  gentleman,  we  will  not 
say  that  we  grudge  that  payment  even  out  of  funds  col¬ 
lected  for  the  poor  scholar.  But  it  is  with  a  very  dif¬ 
ferent  feeling  we  observe  that  there  are  incurred  also 
expenses  on  account  of  rent,  other  wages,  Ac.,  which,  added 
to  the  salar)'  in  question,  amount  to  the  ridiculous  sum 
of  six  hundred  and  one  pounds  nine  shillings.  Add  to 
this  the  cost  of  the  dinner,  and  we  perceive  that  there  is  no 
over-estimate  in  the  statement  of  the  Alhen^iim,  that  no 
less  than  eight  hundred  and  forty  pounds  is  the  amount 
spent  in  collecting  from  bands  willing  to  give,  and  in  trans¬ 
ferring  quietly  and  simply  to  hands  willing  to  receive,  the 
money  of  tho  fund.  And  the  whole  sum  so  transferred 
yearly  is  less  than  twice  the  amount  of  the  money  wasted  in 
collecting  it ! 

AVe  cannot  but  regard  all  this  as  evidence  of  the  very  great 
mismanagement  of  a  very  small  fund.  Perhaps  the  misma¬ 
nagement  must  be  held  so  enormous,  indeed,  as  sufficiently 
to  account  for  the  employment  about  it  of  so  many  people 
at  such  an  amount  of  annual  expense.  But  we  cannot  help 
thinking  that  if  the  fund  were  managed  in  a  way  that  would 
better  ensure  the  receipt  of  the  money  by  the  gentlemen  for 
whose  relief  it  is  subscribed,  minus  only  a  moderate  pe 
centage  for  the  cost  of  the  collection,  the  list  of  subscribers 
would  be  infinitely  better  filled  than  it  appears  to  be  at 
[•resent. 

THE  PAST  W.  B.  AND  PRESENT 
MR  BERESFORD.

Notes  and  Emendations  to  the  Text  qf  Shakespeare's  Plays, 
from  Early  Manmeript  Corrections  in  a  copy  qf  the 
Eolio  1682,  in  the  Possession  of  John  Payne  Collier, 
Esa.,  F.S.A.,  forming  a  Supplemental  Volume  to  the 
Works  of  Shakespeare  by  the  same  Editor,  in  eight 
volumes  8ro.  Whittaker  and  Co.  Printed  also  for 
the  Shakespeare  Society. 

It  is  not  for  a  moment  to  be  doubted,  we  think,  that  in 
this  volume  a  contribution  has  been  made  to  the  clearness 
and  accuracy  of  Shakespeare’s  text  by  far  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  of  any  offered  or  attempted  since  Shakespeare  lived 
and  wrote. 

The  history  of  tbe  volume  is  to  ho  stated  in  a  few  words. 
Four  years  ago  Mr  Collier  Imught  of  Mr  Rodd,  for  a  few 
shillings,  an  ill-conditioned  imperfect  copy  of  the  folio  of 
1 682  (the  second  folio),  which,  on  first  looking  into  three 
j  years  after  he  l»onght  it,  he  found  to  contain  innumerable 
1  manuscript  corrections,  erasures,  and  even  added  lines,  in 
I  the  handwriting  of  the  time.  An  attempt  to  identify  the 
corrector  with  any  known  person  has  failed.  Tliat  he  bore 
the  name  of  “  Thomas  Perkins,”  which  is  written  in  the 
volume,  is  all  that  can  with  accuracy  be  said.  But  it  seems 
more  than  probable  that  he  was  a  connection  of  the  cele- 
I  brated  actor,  Richard  Perkins  ; — it  appears  certain,  from  the 
I  marginal  directiona  and  erasures  in  many  of  the  annotated 
plays,  that  he  was  himself  an  actor,  with  whom  the  volume 
was  matter  of  study  for  the  purposes  of  his  profession  ; — and 
from  these  two  presumptions  the  inference  follows  that  he 
may  not  only  have  heard  the  plays  acted  by  the  original  per¬ 
formers  in  them,  but  is  likely  to  have  had  access  to  the  autho¬ 
rized  or  manuscript  copies  deposited  in  the  leading  theatres. 
While  Shakespeare  yet  lived,  indeed,  the  present  annotator 
might  have  witnessed  the  performances  of  his  plays— nay, 
might  himself  have  acted  in  them  ;  for  the  poet  had  been 
dead  only  sixteen  years  when  jhe  second  folio  was  published, 
and,  even  if  the  handwriting  were  less  satisfactory  on  this 
point,  the  interval  between  the  appearance  of  the  book  and 
the  suppression  of  the  tlAtres  is  too  short  to  admit  of  any 
wide  conjecture  as  to  the  time  when  the  corrections  were 
made. 

Such  are  the  external  claims  to  authenticity  which  tbe 
emendations  possess ;  and  in  a  very  striking  manner,  we 
think,  the  internal  evidence  bears  out  these  claims  ex¬ 
actly.  The  corrections  seem  to  us  to  be  divisible  into  three 
classes.  For  the  first,  some  kind  of  authority  must  have 
been  resorted  to,  since  here  whole  lines  are  restored,  or  en¬ 
tirely  new  expressions  substituted,  that  have  too  visibly  the 
trick  of  Shakespeare’s  hand  to  have  owed  their  origin  to  any 
other.  In  the  second,  we  have  innumerable  indications  not 
only  of  an  actor’s  thorough  knowledge  of  the  plays,  but  of 
the  probability  of  his  having  detected  by  the  ear,  in  the 
course  of  a  stage  experience  or  by  communication  with  the 
old  actors,  not  a  few  of  the  extraordinary  number  of  prin¬ 
ter’s  errors  in  the  folio,  and  of  the  invaluable  assistance,  in 
correcting  other  errors,  which  he  obviously  derived  from  a 
mere  fearless  exercise  of  his  own  simple  common  sense. 
In  the  third,  we  venture  to  think,  tbe  same  qualities 
are  displayed  with  some  drawbacks,  and,  on  tbe  whole, 
a  less  favourable  effect.  A  certain  freedom  of  alteration 
is  observable  here  where  none  was  necessary,  the  cor¬ 
rections  are  not  always  happily  made,  and  a  severer 
crimination  might  have  been  used  in  determining  their 
value  than  Mr  Collier  has  perhaps  thought  himself  entitled 
to  apply.  Compared  with  what  we  have  called  the  first  and 
second  classes,  however,  the  examples  in  this  third  are  wn-

First  of  all,  seven  elderly  gentlemen  (ihe  Provost  and  Fellows  of  Eton) 
—themselves  elected  by  the  same  exhaustive  process — meet  together, 
congratulate  one  another  on  the  importance  of  the  du'y  they  are  called 
upon  to  fulfil,  flatter  their  own  vanity,  magnify  their  own  roKponsibility, 
and  dieperse  at  last,  agreed  upon  one,  and  perhaps  only  one  point ; 
and  that  is,  that  each  individually  has  a  pet  candidate— either  brother,  son, 
cousin,  or  connection  immeasurably  superior  to  any  other  who  may  be 
brought  forward.  Those  who  by  some  extraorrdinary  concatenation  of  cir-  | 
cumstanccs  liappeii  to  have  no  immediate  relation,  even  in  their  partial 
eyes  “strong  enough  for  the  place,”  content  themselves  with  decrj’ing  the 
relations  of  their  more  fortunate  fellows;  and  thns,  as  in  the  present  ease, 
between  two  family  stools  a  hnppv  man,  unexpectant  of  success  and  ilif 
fident  of  h'tnself,  the  R»‘v.  G  O.  Goodford  slips  almost  unconsciously  into 
the  magisterial  chair.  But  the  step*,  or  rather  the  false  steps  by  which  the 
present  Head  Master  arrived  at  hit  enviable  position,  require  a  few  words 
of  expliinatioii. 

First  amongst  the  candidates,  both  in  ability,  position,  and  experience, 
stood  the  preset!'  Lower  Master,  tlie  Rev,  Edw.  Coleridge,  and  the  present 
First  Assistant  Master,  the  Rev  W.  G.  Cookesley — far  senior  to  all  other 
competitors,  the  election  of  the  one  or  the  other  hardly  admitted  of  a  doubt. 
But  what  were  qualifica'ionsl  What  was  length  of  s/Tvice  1  Wliat  were 
righteous  claims  to  the  old  Tory  quidnuncs  upon  whom  the  duty  of  election 
devolved? 

The  Rev.  Edw.  Coleridge  and  the  Rev.  W.  O.  Cookesley  were  equally 
unconnected,  either  by  blood,  matrimony  in  esee,  or  matrimony  la  poMte, 
or  by  any  other  tie  whatsoever,  with  the  enlightened  electora  to  whom  tho 
destiny  of  E'on  is  entrusted.  That  was  luflAcient,  and  they  were 
tabooed  ah  initio.  One  learned  old  gentleman,  “  a  good  and  safe 
man”  of  no  very  liberal  tendencies,  recollected  that  somewhere  amongst 
the  Assistant  Masters  he  had  not  only  a  son  (whom  even  kis  partiality 
might  not  set  op  for  the  place),  but  a  somewhat  juvenile  hut  distinguished 
son-in-law,  to  whom  the  same  objections  did  not  apply.  He  therefore  im¬ 
mediately  insisted  on  making  a  victim  of  his  unhappy  connection,  and 
called  in  the  assistance  of  his  own  brother-in-law,  likewise  a  Fellow  and 
elector,  to  support  him  with  hit  vole  and  influence.  Thus  one  family 
compact  was  established.  Another  Fellow  then  discovered  that  he 
had  a  brother  who,  in  the  enjoyment  of  a  fat  living,  was  passing  a  semi- 
vpgctahle  sort  of  existence  amongst  the  nursery  gardens  in  tbe  suburban 
town  of  Richmond  ;  and,  we  need  scarcely  a<i<i,  he  was  immediately 
pressed  into  the  service.  Qualification  for  the  office  was  never  the  ques¬ 
tion  ;  a  brother’s  vote,  and  the  vote  of  the  brother’s  friends  in  the  College, 
were  all  that  was  necessary.  And  thus  a  second  family  clique  became  esta¬ 
blished.  There  were  other  candidates  besides  those  we  nave  mentioned, 
who  may  be  passed  over  without  notice.  The  election  came  off,  as 
we  have  already  said,  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  G.  O.  Goodford, 
who  owed  his  place  entirely  to  this  split  in  tbe  Collegiate  camp. 

To  deny  that  Mr  Goodford  is  a  good  man  and  a  good  scholar,  would  be 
impossible;  but  no  one  imagines  for  one  moment  that  he  is  tAe  man  for  the 
place,  or  that  he  ever  was  intended  even  by  the  electors  themselves  to  fill 
it.  But,  as  has  often  happened  before,  amongst  much  scheming,  the 
schemers  have  lost  tbe  day.  First  one  family  scheme  failed,  and  than 
another ;  and  the  two  best  candidates,  as  we  have  before  said,  being 
tabooed,  the  present  Head  Master  was  elected  by  negative,  and  only 
negative  suffrages.

A  Plan  of  CouMtnncATioN  bbtwexn  Drivers  and  Guards. — An 
experiment  has  been  made  on  the  Midland  Railway,  to  test  tbe  effi¬ 
cacy  of  an  apparatus  invented  by  Mr  Burn,  who  is  connected  with  the 
Leicester  station,  for  enabling  guards  io  communicate  immediately 
with  drivers,  no  matter  at  what  speed  the  trains  may  be  travelling.

“  The  trial  made  was  tmon  the  ordinary  2.45  p.m.  train  from  hence  to 
Burton,  retnrning  from  Burton  at  5.20  p.m.  The  train  consisted  of  three 
inclosed  carriages,  one  open  carriage,  and  two  break  vans — one  at  each  end 
of  the  four  carriages.  These  six  carriages  constitute  about  the  average  of 
a  Burton  train.  The  action  of  the  sivnal  is  to  strike  the  ordinarv  whistle 


agency  or  volition  of  tbe  engine-driver  or  stoker.  This  result  is  effected  in 
the  following  manner:  For  tbe  ordinary  handle  by  which  the  driver  enuses 
the  vibration  of  his  whistle,  a  short  lever,  of  about  eight  inches  in  length, 
is  substituted.  To  the  end  of  the  lever  is  attached  a  cord  of  copper  sash 
line,  which  rises  perpendicularly  to  the  height  of  from  twelve  to  eighteen 
inches,  and  then  passes  over  a  pulley  in  a  sheath,  and  retoms  over  the 
heads  of  tho  driver  and  stoker,  and  u  attached  to  a  galvanised  wire  ex¬ 
tending  to  near  tho  back  of  the  tender.  From  the  back  of  the  tender  rises 
an  iron  pillar,  through  a  socket  at  tbe  top  of  which  is  a  round  iron  spindle 
of  about  a  foot  in  length,  to  which  the  wire  from  tbe  boiler  is  attached. 
This  little  shaft  works  freely  in  its  socket,  and  bolds  the  wire  straight  in 
its  horizontal  position  over  the  tender.  Prom  tho  end  of  the  iron  shaft  a 
cord  descends  to  the  bed  of  the  tender,  passes  through  a  pulley  and  staple, 
and  terminates  near  the  coupling  irons  with  a  link  or  links.  I  ought  to 
have  noted  that  the  lever  a'tached  to  the  whistle  apparatus  is  held  down 
in  its  horizontal  position,  and  brought  back  after  a  puli,  by  an  iadia-mbber 
spring.  The  connection  betwixt  this  little  machinery  attached  to  tbe 
boiler  and  tender,  and  the  breaks,  is  by  lengths  of  patent  sash-cord  running 
under  the  carriages,  as  near  the  centre  as  is  practicable,  to  be  clear  or 
the  couplings  and  side  chains— eaeh  carriage  naving  its  separate  cord, 
united  by  spring  swivel  hooks  and  links  ia  a  similiar  manner  to  the  side 
chains.  The  cord  is  run  through  eyes  or  sockets  of  little  studs,  attached 
to  the  under  side  of  the  framing  of  the  carriages.

“  A  lady,  sir.  though  it  was  said  she  much  resembled  me.  was  yet  of  many  ac¬ 
counted  beautiful:  but.  though  I  could  not  with  such  est  mable  wonder  overlor 
believe  that,  yet  thus  far  I  will  boldly  publish  her,"  Ac. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  the  commentators  should  have  been  at  strife  re¬ 
garding  the  meaning  of  thia  passage  ;  and  Warburton  was  so  gravelled  by 
ft,  that  he  felt  obliged  to  omit  tho  words,  *•  with  such  estimable  wonder,’' 
os’  “a  player’s  interpolation.”  This  is  a  very  ready  way  of  overcoming  any 
obstacle.  It  certainly  is  difficult  to  account  for  the  gross  misprints  in  the 
above  short  sentence ;  but  they  are  most  distinctly  pointed  out  by  the  cor¬ 
rector  of  the  folio,  1632,  in  bis  own  clear  and  accurate  manner;  and  when 
we  read  the  word*  he  has  substituted  for  those  of  the  received  text,  we 
see  at  once  that  he  could  not  be  mistaken.  Sebastian  modestly  denies 
that  he  much  resembled  his  beautiful  lost  sister,  observing, 

"  A  lady,  air,  though  it  wav  said  she  much  resembled  me,  was  yet  of  many  as 
connied  beautiful;  but,  though  I  could  not  with  oelf-ctUmation  wandor  mo  far  to 
believe  that,  yet  thus  far  I  will  boldly  publish  her,”  Ac. 

And  here  another,  most  admirable,  from  Coriolanus.  It 
is  where  the  impetuous  patrician  assails  the  Senate  for 
having  given  the  people  liberty  to  elect  their  Tribune  : 

We  will  first,  as  usual,  insert  the  text  ns  it  stands  universally  printed 
and  follow  it  by  the  excellent  emendations  contained  in  the  folio,  1G32 
“  O,  good,  but  most  nnwlio  patricians  1  why, 

You  grave  but  reckless  senators,  have  yon  thus 
Given  Hydra  here  to  choose  an  officer. 

That  with  Ills  peremptory  ‘shall,’  being  but 
nie  horn  and  noise  o’  tlie  monsters,  wants  not  spirit 
To  say,  he’ll  turn  your  current  In  a  ditch.

In  tho  above,  besides  the  first,— O'er/  for  “good  "—there  are  no  fewsr 
than  five  striking  errors  of  the  press,  or  perhaps  of  tho  scribe,  for  some  of 
them  are  hardly  to  be  imputed  to  the  compositor.  Trusting  to  the  cor¬ 
rector  of  tho  folio,  1632,  we  ought  hereafter  to  give  the  passage  as  fol- 
lows : — 

“O,  good,  but  most  unwise  patricians!  why,

Such  has  always  been  tho  text,  and  Johnson,  after  admitting  it  to  be  ob¬ 
scure,  confesses  himself  “  unable  to  add  any  thing  ”  to  Warburton’s  ex¬ 
planation,  which  relates  to  the  ”  revolutions  of  the  sun  in  his  diurnal 
course.”  Tollett  and  Steevens  each  made  an  attempt  with  about  tba 
same  Buccois;  but  can  any  thing  be  better  than  the  changes  offered  by  the 
old  annotator  'f — 

"  The  present  pleasure. 

By  repetition  touring,  docs  becoiiio 
Tlio  opposite  of  Itself." 

Or  than  this,  from  Lear  ? 

Regan  again  advises  Lear  to  submit,  and  to  return  to  Goneril :  be  ex 
claiinr,  as  the  passago  stands  in  modern  editions, — 

"Retnrn  to  her?  and  fifty  men  dismiss'd? 

No,  rather  I  aljiire  all  ro<>fa,  and  choose 
To  wage  against  the  enmity  of  the  air; 

To  be  a  comrade  with  tlie  wolf  and  owl. — 

Xecess  ty's  sharp  pinch  !’’ 

From  tho  folio,  1632,  and  its  corrections,  we  learn  that  the  omission  ef 
the  a.-pirato  has  occasioned  a  serious  error  here:  “  Necessity’s  sharp 
pinch!"  has  always  been  printed  ns  an  exclamation  by  itself  witKont  con- 
uoxiou  ;  but  it  seems  that  Shakespeare  made  the  verb  kowl  transitive,  and 
that  ill  futuro  tho  lines  ought  to  bo  printed  as  follows : — 

‘‘To  be  a  comrade  with  the  wolf,  and  howl 
Necessity's  sharp  pinch.” 

i.e.  howl  like  the  wolf  when  he  feels  the  sharp  pinch  of  necessity.  The 
!  punctuation  of  tho  folios,  if  that  can  be  any  guide,  warrants  this  cunstnic 
tion  of  the  text.

P.  SCO.  The  King  and  his  Lords  aro  so  derided,  jeered,  and  floated  by 
tho  Princess  and  her  Ladies,  that  they  are  compelled  to  make  a  precipitin 
retreat,  Biron  having  admitted  that  they  had  all  been  ”  dry-beaten  with 
pure  scuff.”  As  soon  as  they  are  gone,  the  triumphant  party  burst  out  in 
expressions  of  joy  and  ridicule,  and,  among  others,  the  Piiuceis  exclaiini, 
as  the  line  has  always  been  printed, — 

"  O,  poverty  in  wit,  kingly  poor  flont !” 

Of  which  readers  have  bten  left  to  make  what  tense  they  could.  The  old 
corrector  clearly  saw  no  lonie  in  it,  and  has  furnished  us  with  other  werdi 
so  well  qualified  for  the  place  that  we  cannot  hesitate  to  approve  of  tbtin. 
The  enemy  had  hern  utterly  routed  and  destroyed,  and  the  PrineeM,  in 
the  excess  of  her  delight,  breaks  out,— 

"  0,  poverty  In  wit !  kill'd  by  pure  fii  ut !" 

In  tlio  next  following  instance  we  may  perhaps  presume 
an  authority — it  is  from  Timon  of  Athens  :

Much  of  the  speech  is  in  rhyme,  and  a  couplet  precedes  the  above,  which, 
after  the  interval  of  a  line,  is  succeeded  by  four  other  rhyme*.  We  leara 
from  manuscript-emendations,  that  what  we  have  just  quoted  most  iin]^ 
fectly  represents  tho  passage  ;  that  tho  hemistich  ought  to  be  completed  by 
two  words  carelessly  omitted,  and  that  an  important  verb  ought  to  be  el* 
tered  :  the  whole  passage  will  then  remain  aa  follows 

‘‘  Who'd  be  so  mock'd  with  dory,  at  to  live  »

But  in  the  instance  now  to  be  given,  from  the  Midsummef

Thesens,  referring  to  the  ridiculous  contradiction  in  “  the  tragical  mirth 
of  the  title  of  the  play  about  to  bo  represented  before  him,  observes,— 

‘‘  Tliat  is,  hot  Ice  and  wondroui  itrango  snow." 

Now,  unless  we  read  “  wondrous  ”  at  a  trisyllable  the  measure  is  defsc* 
tive  :  the  sense  too  is  much  in  the  same  predicament;  for  “woiidroo^ 
t^ange  snow,”  does  not  necessarily  imply  opposition,  like  “  hot  ice 
The  truth  is  that  Shakespeare  meant  boiling  snow,  only  the  coropoA^*^^ 
or  copyist,  mistook  teething  for  “  strange,"  the  true  word  having  be*A 
supplied  by  the  old  corrector,— 

•*  That  Is,  hot  lee  and  wond'rotu  teething  snow ;” 
which  is  exactly  what  was  intended  to  be  expressed.  Theseus,  in  ^ 
fourth  line  of  the  scene,  has  already  used  the  word  “  seething,”  whifi* 
renders  the  misprint  here  less  pardonable.

^  Nothing  cAJi  be  better  than  tbe  way  in  which  the  new 
play  of  St  Cupid  or  Dorothy's  Fortune  opens.  Out  of  a 
wittily  and  well-written  scene  between  a  Whig  minister  and 
his  nephew,  in  Jacobite  days,  the  old  gentleman  smelling 
out  a  Stusrt  plot  in  everything,  and  the  young  one  having 
no  thought  but  of  Cupid’s  conspiracies,  the  venue  natu¬ 
rally  and  pleasantly  changes  to  a  pretty  little  rural 
nest  in  which  Dorothy  and  her  father,  a  suburban  pe¬ 
dagogue,  are  found'  afterwards  both  by  minister  and 
nephew,  tbe  first  failing  to  find  his  plot  there,  and  the 
last  lucky  in  finding  his  wife.  The  whole  of  the  first 
act,  and  not  a  little  of  the  second,  is  admirable.  The  dia¬ 
logue  charms  you,  the  characters  win  upon  you,  and  every¬ 
thing  seems  to  promise  a  story  well  made  out  to  the  last. 
Hut  it  is  not  so.  The  second  act  is  prolonged  without 
reason,  importance  is  suddenly  given  to  a  supposed  danger 
afTeuting  a  person  in  whom  nobody  has  the  slightest  interest, 
and  the  third  act  is  made  up  of  exits  and  entrances  that 
appear  to  bo  bringing  about  a  catastrophe  wliich  iu  reality 
never  comes.  Yet  with  all  its  drawbacks,  there  is  enough  in 
the  comedy  to  vindicate  Mr  Jorrold's  reputation,  and  assert 
the  felicity  of  his  wit.  Literary  men  may  be  pleased  to 
think  that  such  a  piece  of  writing  received  the  distinction 
of  being  played  in  a  Royal  house  before  it  descended  to  the 
scenes  of  an  ordinary  theatre.  It  is  the  work  of  a  man  of 
genius,  whoso  claims  to  public  favour  apart  from  his 
writing  for  the  stage,  grounded  as  they  are  upon  a  manly 
support  of  whatever  has  been  liberal  and  progressive  in 
public  policy  for  the  last  twenty  years,  men  of  opinions  even 
1ms  liberal  tlian  his  own  may  fairly  rejoice  to  have  seen 
recognised  by  a  oomplimeut  in  a  quarter  so  exalted. 
Of  the  acting  it  struck  us  that  only  Mr  Wrights  Queen 
Bee  (the  name  of  the  gipsy  queen  who  first  tells  the 
fortune  of  Dorothy)  had  any  pretension  to  be  thought  above 
the  average.  Mrs  Kean  was  in  such  a  ferment  of  over- 
eonsciousnesa  throughout,  and  played  off  a  prepared  artil¬ 
lery  of  small  charms  with  a  purpose  so  inveterate,  that  the 
effect  was  more  distressing  tlian  pleasing.  Mr  Harley

In  going  to 
the  cathedral,  and  in  returning  from  it,  the  Emperor  will  be  seated 
alone  with  the  Empress,  in  a  coach  with  glass  windows  all  round,  so 
as  to  enable  the  persons  in  the  streets  and  windows  to  sec  them  with¬ 
out  difficulty.  This  carriage  will  be  drawn  by  eight  horses,  and  by 
the  window  on  the  right  will  ride  Marshal  de  St  Arnaud,  as  Grand 
Equerry;  and  on  the  left  Marshal  Magnan,  as  Grand  Huntsman.  The 
Imperial  carriage  will  be  preceded  by  several  others  containing  the 
members  of  the  Imperial  family,  the  Ministers,  and  the  officers  of  the 
household.  Two  of  these  carriages  will  be  drawn  by  six  horses,  and 
in  the  first  will  be  seated  the  Princess  Mathilde,  Madame  de  Montijo, 
the  bride’s  mother  ;  and  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Ceremonies  ;  and 
in  the  second  Prince  Jerome,  and  his  son  Prince  Napoleon.  A  con¬ 
siderable  escort  of  cavalry  will  precede  and  follow  the  coitfgt,  and  the 
troops  of  the  line  and  the  National  Guard  will  line  the  streets  from 
the  Tuilleries  to  the  cathedral.  The  Archbishop  of  Paris  will  be 
assisted  in  the  service  by  two  suffragan  prelates.  The  metropolitan 
chapter,  the  chapter  of  St  Denis,  and  deputations  from  the  clergy  of 
Paris  will  also  be  present  at  the  ceremony  of  the  marriage.  The 
Bishop  of  Nancy,  first  chaplain  to  the  Emperor,  attended  by  his 
hold.  The  doors  of  the  church  of  Notre  Dame  will  be  clored  at  noon, 
chaplains  in  ordinary,  will  take  bis  place  among  the  Imperial  house- 
The  Emperor  will  leave  the  Tuilleries  at  half-past  twelve,  and  will 
enter  by  the  grand  door,  which  will  be  only  opened  at  the  moment  of 
his  Majesty’s  arrival.  The  mass  will  commence  at  one  o’clock.  The 
decorations  of  the  cathedral  of  Notre-Dame  for  the  marriage  of  the 
Emperor  and  Madlle  de  Montijo,  have  been  under  the  direction  of 
MM.  Yiollet-Lsduc  and  Lassus,  the  architects  charged  with  the  repairs 
of  the  church.  The  high  altar  has  been  removed  to  the  entrance  of 
the  choir,  and  behind  it  is  a  gallery  with  ogives.  A  vast  canopy  in 
crimson  velvet,  surmounted  by  a  gigantic  eagle  bearing  an  imperial 
crown,  has  been  placed  above  it,  made  to  extend  over  the  places  to 
be  occupied  by  their  Majesties.  From  the  crown  velvet  draperies  ex¬ 
tend  to  the  pillars  of  the  choir.  The  choir  will  not  be  occupied,  it 
having  been  determined  to  place  the  orchestra,  which  will  be  fiOO 
strong,  near  the  organ.  In  the  branches  of  the  Latin  cross  woodwork 
has  bMn  placed  similar  to  that  of  the  gallery  at  the  entrance  of  the 
choir,  and  there  are  also  recesses,  painted  skyblue,  in  which  stand  on 
one  side  statues  of  the  kings  of  France,  on  the  other  the  archbiphops 
of  the  diocese  of  Paris.

The  result  of  all 
this  aflair  is  that  MM.  de  Persigny,  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  and  Marshal 
de  St  Arnaud  are  positively  to  quit  the  Ministry,  but  that  they  are 
to  retain  their  offices  till  after  the  Emperor's  marriage,  lest  it  should 
be  iinaginel  by  the  public  that  it  was  the  marriage  which  had  occa¬ 
sioned  the  Ministerial  crisis.  It  is  said  that  in  the  new  Ministry  M. 
de  Morny  is  to  be  the  principal  leader,  M.  Magne  will  be  Minister  o 
the  Finances,  and  the  Duke  de  Moueby  Minister  of  Public  Works. 

Reception  of  the  Message  bt  the  Diplomatic  Cobps. — Some 
interest  has  been  felt  to  know  what  attitude  the  diplomatic  corps 
would  aisunie  with  respect  to  the  future  Empress.

UNITED  STATES.— The  Asia  has  arrived  with  dates  from  New 
York  to  the  14th  Inst.  The  Senate  bad  been  occupied  with  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  Clayton  and  Bulwer  treaty.  The  President  was  re> 
quested  to  transmit  all  correspondence  li^tween  Mr  Lawrence,  lata 
Minister  at  the  Court  of  St  James’s,  and  the  BritUb  Government  in 
regard  to  Central  America,  and  particularly  any  correspondence  re¬ 
lating  to  the  claims  of  Great  Britain  to  the  Moiquito  Coast,  or  any 
Mrtion  of  the  territory  of  Honduras  or  Yucatan.  The  caloric  ship 
Ericsson  bad  bad  another  trial  trip,  with  a  large  party  of  ecieutifio 
gentlemen  on  Ixiard.  The  trip  was  in  every  way  aatisiactory.  Sho 
went  a  distance  of  eighteen  miles,  with  and  against  the  tide,  in  two 
hours  and  a  half,  the  engines  only  working  at  half  speed.  New  York, 
Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  and  a  large  section  of  the  United  States,  bad 
been  visited  by  very  severe  snowstorms,  and,  in  eorae  places,  snow  bad 
fallen  to  the  depth  of  several  feet. — The  '  Panama  Herald*  of  De¬ 
cember  25,  contains  the  following  interesting  information  relative  to 
one  of  the  expeditions  sent  in  search  of  Rir  John  Franklin,  for  the 
safety  of  which  considerable  anxiety  was  beginning  to  be  felt,  aa  no 
intelligence  had  been  received  for  a  considerable  time  :  ”  The  Iriendi 
of  Captain  Collinsoii,  of  her  Britannic  Majesty’s  ship  Enterprise,  will 
be  delighted  to  hear  that  he  has  been  seen  by  some  American  whalers. 
This  officer,  it  will  be  recollected,  went  in  search  of  Sir  John  Franklin 
and  his  party,  and  was  supposed  to  have  been  lost,  as  he  bad  not  been 
heard  of  for  nearly  tw,^  years.”  There  were  100  whalers  at  Honolulu, 
of  which  only  one  was  English. — Miss  Catherine  Hayes  was  singing 
in  San  Francisco.  Her  concerts  were  giving  great  satisfaction,  and 
■he  was  nightly  realising  large  sums  of  money.  The  auction  system 
was  adopted  for  the  disposal  of  tickets.  The  first  clioice  of  a  seat  at 
her  third  concert  in  San  Francisco  was  bid  off  at  1,100  dollars,  by 
Empire  Engine  Company  No.  1,  and  was  occupied  by  the  foreman  of 
the  company.  The  second  choice  was  knocked  down  (o  California 
Engine  Company  for  25  dollars.

MONTENEGRO. — Montenegro  will,  it  is  said,  be  shortly  sur¬ 
rounded  by  an  army  of  30,000  men,  which  is  to  attack  it  simulta¬ 
neously  on  several  points.  The  northern  districts  of  the  Hers^ovina, 
Banjani,  Five,  Zopa,  Drobjnak.  Ac.,  which  bad  revolted  against  th« 
Turks,  have  since  submitted.  The  district  of  Grahovo  alone  still  tided 
with  Montenegro,  and  a  telegraphic  despatch  from  Trieste,  dated 
January  21,  announces  that  on  the  15th  Omer  Pacha  took  thefortrese 
of  Grahovo  by  storm ;  but  that  in  an  attempt  to  take  the  capital  of 
Montenegro  in  the  mountains  be  was  repulsed.  He  purpoeed  renewing

— Lord  John  Ruwll  has.  at  the  in¬ 
stance  of  the  Manchester  Commercial  Association,  inslrncted  Mr 
Drummond  Hay,  our  Consul-General  at  Tangiers,  to  use  his  best  en¬ 
deavours  to  induce  the  government  of  Muley  Abdurrahman  to  remove 
at  least  the  more  recent  obstructions  to  the  development  of  our  trade 
with  the  empire  of  Morocco.  To  effect  much  in  the  way  of  improve¬ 
ment  the  As-ociation  is.  however,  of  opinion  that  the  representations 
to  be  made  should  be  of  a  personal  character,  and  that  any  mission 
sent  from  Tangiers  to  the  capital.  Morocco  itself,  should  be  accompa- 
nietl  by  ‘‘  some  British  merchant  acquainted  with  commerce  in  all  its 
bearings,  with  a  view  to  show  the  people  how  wuch  they  would  be 
licnefited  by  the  commerce  which  we  ao  much  desire.’

Barbarous  and  Cold-blooded  Murder. — Very  circumstantial 
details  have  appeared  in  the  Irish  papers,  respecting  a  dreadful  mur¬ 
der  which  was  committed  about  ten  davs  sinc>*,  in  the  county  of 
Westmeath  ;  and  a  correspondent  of  the  ‘  Times  ’  bus  furnished  parti¬ 
culars  received  by  him  from  three  eyo-witnessee.  We  have  preferred 
the  last-mention^  description  as  it  contains  some  facts  not  stated  in 
the  public  accounts: 

!  Last  evening  (Thursday,  the  20th  inst.)  about  7  o’clock,  the  night 
clear  and  moonlight,  a  party  of  fire  men,  armed  with  guns,  entered 
the  dwelling-house  at  Shureen,  of  1  honias  Farrell,  a  farmer,  holding 
about  24  acres  of  land,  under  Sir  Montague  Chapman,  situated  within 
balf-a-tiiile  of  the  town  of  Kilbecgin,  in  the  county  of  Westmeath. 
There  were  present  in  the  house  Farrell,  his  wife  (who  was  quietly 
spinning),  two  daughterr,-a  man-servant,  and  three  neighbours’  men, 
sitting  round  the  firs,  the  latter  of  whom,  as  was  their  custom,  bad 
dropped  in  for  a  “  chat.”  One  of  the  party  advancing  with  guii  in 
hand,  upon  the  top  of  which  was  a  fixed  bayonet,  raid  they  were  in 
search  of  a  man,  and  produced  a  candle,  which  he  desired  the  servant- 
boy  to  lixht.  two  in  the  meAiitime  guarding  the  door,  while  the  other 
two,  with  cocked  guns,  ordered  none  of  the  iiiiiiatet  to  stir.  Moving 
to  an  inner  room  door  with  the  candle  in  band,  the  man  proceeded  to 
open  it,  when  the  candle  was  accidently  puffed  out.  which  the  hearer 
himrelf  re-lighted  at  the  fire.  On  going  up  to  the  ro«>ni  a  second  time, 
Farrell’s  wife  requested  him  to  mind  the  flax,  or  be  would  fire  the 
house,  and  one  of  the  daughters  rose  to  accompany  him  in  bis  search, 
but  WHS  sternly  ordered  not  to  stir.  He  then  minutely  searched  the 
room — some  say  for  money,  having  actually  taken  half-a-crown  out 
of  a  cupboard  ;  while  others  say;  for  Farrell's  son,  who  chanced  to  be 
in  a  neighbour's  Louse  at  the  time — removing  even  the  bed,  and 
examining  wearing  apparel  that  was  hung  up  against  the  wall ;  and 
after  staying  about  ten  minutes  returned,  saying  to  his  comrades  that 
he  could  not  find  him.  One  of  the  men,  who  appeare<l  to  act  as  leader, 
then  said  be  would  make  short  work  of  it,  and  told  Farrell  they  wanted 
the  loan  of  his  gun,  which  seeing  standing  in  the  corner  against  the 
bob,  he  ordered  the  "hoy”  (/iN^ice,  man-servant),  who  was  sitting 
near  it  to  hand  over.  Farrell,  rising  up,  took  the  gun  out  of  the 
boy’s  bands,  for  the  purp<  se,  asis  supposed,  of  handing  it  up  himself, 
and  telling  the  boy  to  stand  by.  be  made  one  step  forward  wiih  it  in 
bis  band,  when  two  of  the  ruffians,  deliberately  covering  him,  fired 
and  shot  him  dead,  the  shots  taking  efft-ct  upon  bis  left  breast,  one 
charge  entering  the  upper  part  of  the  left  lung,  and  the  other  passing 
through  the  heart,  the  breast  being  literally  riddled,  ]>art  of  his  shirt 
being  driven  into  the  largest  wound,  situate  under  the  collar-bone. 
After  perpetrating  this  dreadful  deed  they  walked  out,  leaving  the 
gun  lying  by  the  side  of  their  weltering  rictim,  which  one  of  them 
presently  retunied  for,  and  carried  off,  without  the  slightest  opposi¬ 
tion.  The  inmates  were  so  terror  stricken  snd  horrified  that  they 
dared  not  stir,  or  eren  look  to  see  what  direction  the  party  took  in 
their  retreat.  The  gun  was  loadeil.  but  had  no  cap  upon  it,  Farrell's 
son,  who  bad  been  firing  at  crows  during  the  day,  having  fur  snfety 
removed  the  cap,  when  ho  brought  the  gun  into  the  house.  The 
police  were  out  in  less  than  half  an-hour  after  the  deed  of  blood  bad 
been  committed,  but  bare  not  as  yet  got  any  trace  of  the  villaina  The 
men  were  not  disguised,  but,  according  to  the  witnesses,  who  think  they 
would  know  them  again,  were  strangers.  Farrell’s  house  is  not  more 
thsD  100  yards  off  the  road-side,  a  public  rosd  between  Streaiustown 
and  Kilbeggan,  and  oonrsnient  to  the  house  are  several  more  small 
farmsteads  at.d  cottages.  I  drove  past  myself  not  more  than  half-an. 
Lour  before  the  deed  was  done,  and  personally  knew  the  uitn,  who 
was  a  very  industrious  and  inoff-nsive  person,  aged  shout  fifty-six.

PEACE  CONFERENCE  AT  MANCHESTER. 

The  meetings  of  the  friends  of  international  arbitration  and  pescs 
commenced  on  Thursday  niorning  at  Manchester.  The  first  meeting 
of  the  Conference  was  held  at  the  Corn  Exchange,  when  Mr  G.  Wilson 
was  elected  chairman,  supported  by  Messrs  Cobdeii,  Bright.  J.  B. 
Smith,  Brotherton,  Hadfield.  Sturge,  C.  Hindley,  and  other  members 
of  the  legislature  and  persons  of  distinction.  After  some  preliminary 
business,  the  conference  was  ojiened  by  the  Chairman.  He  said  that 
they  were  met  as  the  friends  of  international  arbitration  and  peace, 
words  which  to  many  represented  nothing  more  nor  less  than  that 
which  was  speculative  and  impracticable.  They  could  scarcely  inform 
their  opponents  that  they  knew  this  must  be  the  work  of  time,  and 
I  the  gradual  progress  of  public  opinion,  and  that  they  freely  admitted 
that  there  were  difficulties  in  the  way,  for  their  opponents  would  dis¬ 
pose  of  all  that  they  could  say  by  refusing  to  hear  the  smallest  rea¬ 
sons  urged  on  the  part  of  the  friends  of  peace  for  the  circulation  of 
their  opinions,  and  they  were  treated  at  once  as  men  who  bad  got 
bold  of  an  impracticable  and  dogmatical  scheme,  which  could  never 
contribute  in  the  smallest  degree  to  the  interests  of  the  country  at 
large.  It  was  true,  that,  in  the  abstract  to  the  objects  which  they  were 
seeking  no  rational  man  at  the  present  time  offered  the  slightest  ob¬ 
jection.  But  if  asked  to  go  one  step  further,  and  join  with  them  in 
promoting  that  state  of  affairs  of  which  he  approved  as  much  as  (hey 
did.  then  they  were  saluted  at  once  with  the  charges  that  they  were 
the  most  inipiacticahle  men  on  the  face  of  the  eaitb,  and  that  their 
meetings  were  neither  more  nor  less  than  diiect  and  special  invitations 
to  foreign  powers  to  come  across  to  this  great  country,  and  seize  and 
take  possession  of  a  population  of  26,000,000  of  jieople,  protected  by 
a  navy  the  most  costly  and  the  largest  in  the  world,  and  officered  by 
men  under  the  control  and  direction  and  management  of  those  who 
had  no  assooiation  or  connection  with  the  members  of  the  Peace 
Society.  (Hear,  hear.)  Against  such  broad  and  sweeping  charges 
they  should  not  stop  to  make  much  reply.  They  bad  to  all  these  men 
who  had  misjudged  them,  be  believed,  directed  a  most  sufficient  an¬ 
swer.  Whatever  might  be  the  opinion  of  those  distinguished  leaders 
of  the  Peace  Society  on  the  abstract  merits  of  aggressive  or  defensive 
warfare,  they  had  unifonuly  shown  a  desire  to  co-operate  with  every 
one  who'sought  by  temperate  and  proper  means  to  change  that  system 
of  which  they  all  complained,  aud  which  confessedly  and  avowedly,  as 
they  experienced  to  their  cost  at  different  times,  were  totally  inade¬ 
quate  for  the  purposes  in  hand.  On  such  grounds  and  with  such 
view,  be  hail  the  greatest  pleasure  in  tendering  his  individual  co-ope¬ 
ration  and  thanks  to  the  gentlemen  who  had  with  such  wisdom  and 
tact  conducted  their  proceedings  up  to  the  present  moment.

Hs  thought  they  ought  to  receive,  as  be  hoped  they  would  receive  in 
this  town  and  elsewhere,  an  extensive  co-operation  from  every  roan  of 
every  political  hue  or  party  who  desired  the  national  welfare  and  the 
public  good.  The  Chairman  then  proceeded  at  considerable  length  to 
show  that  the  question  was  eminently  a  financial  one,  and  discussed 
the  actual  condition  of  the  army  and  navy,  to  show  how  much  was 
charged  for  the  defences  of  the  country,  and  bow  little  performed  in 
proportion  to  the  enormous  outlay. 

If  the  Pence  Conference,  he  continued,  had  especial  claims  on  the  finan¬ 
cial  reformer,  they  had  even  greater  claims  on  the  support  and  co-operation 
of  the  Freetraders.  The  Freetrader  would  tell  the  members  of  the  Peace 
Society  that  to  the  merchants  of  Liverpool,  Bristol,  and  Glasgow,  and  to 
the  intercommunication  passing  through  their  hands,  the  Peace  Society 
must  look  aa  th*  great  arm  of  their  strength,  and  as  th*  source  of  security 
aud  prosperity  to  the  nation. 

The  Secretary,  Mr  Stokes,  then  mentioned  the  publication  of  Mf 
Cobdeii’s  recent  pamphlet,  and  stated  that  he  bad  received  communi¬ 
cations  from  about  300  or  400  gentlemen,  giving  in  their  full 
cordial  adhesion  to  the  objects  of  the  conference,  although  unable  to 
be  present. 

Mr  Hadfield,  M.P.  for  Sheffield,  moved  the  first  resolution,  which 
was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  W.  Aspinall.  It  was  as  follows  : 

"That  it  is  the  special  and  solemndulyof  all  ministers  of  religion,  parents,

Health  or  London — By  the  Regiatrar-General’ii  return  we  are 
informed  that  the  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  metropolitan 
districts  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  is  nearly  the  same  as  in 
the  week  preceding,  being  994.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of 
the  years  184.3-52  the  average  number  was  1,084,  which,  if  corrected 
for  increase  of  population  during  these  years,  gives  a  mortality  of  1,192 
for  the  present  time.  Last  week’s  return,  therefore,  exhibits  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  198  on  the  estimated  amount.  Cases  of  fever,  both  typhus  and 
scarlatina,  have  been  numerous  and  fatal  in  particular  parts,  but  it  is 
•alisfactory  to  find  that,  taking  the  whole  of  London,  the  mortality  of 
the  epidemic  class  of  diseases  allows  some  diminution,  when  compared 
with  that  of  the  previous  week,  and  that  it  is  also  less  than  the  ave¬ 
rage  of  corresponding  weeks  in  former  years.  In  the  last  four  weeks 
■carlatina  destroyeil  successively  67,  66,  63,  and  38  lives  ;  typhus, 
wh'ich  has  been  more  uniform  in  its  results,  was  fatal  in  51,  43,  52, 
and  48  cases.  Judging  from  the  mortality,  diarrhaa  shows  no  dis|>o- 
sition  to  prevail,  and  no  de.sths  have  been  recorded  from  Kiiglish  or 
other  cholera  during  the  last  three  weeks.  But  hooping-cough  rose 
from  39  deaths  in  the  previous  week  to  49  in  the  last ;  bronchitis  from 
67  to  82  ;  phthisis  was  fatal  in  the  last  three  weeks  in  1(4,  125,  end 
134  cases.  In  connexion  with  this  increase  in  affections  of  the  respi- 
ratorv  organs  it  may  be  noticed  that  the  mean  weekly  temperature, 
which  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  so  high  as  47*5  deg.,  and  was 
afterwards  45  deg.,  fell  last  week  to  41*9  degs.  Last  week  the  births 
of  790  boys  and  787  girls,  in  all  1,577  children,  were  registered  in 
London.  Ill  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1,427.  At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich, 
the  mean  bright  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was  29*468  in.  The 
mean  temperature  was  on  every  day  above  the  average  of  38  years, 
but  it  showed  much  variation,  having  fallen  on  Tuesday  to  37  *5  deg.  j 
or  only  l*l  deg.  almve  the  average,  and  thereafter  having  risen  on  | 
Thursday  to  49*6  deg.,  which  is  12  9  deg.  above  the  average  of  that  1 
day.  On  Saturday  it  fell  again  to  38*9  deg.,  and  the  mean  of  the  , 
week  was  41*9  deg.,  which  is  5'4  deg.  above  the  average.  On  Mon- 
*1»7»  Tuesday,  and  Saturday  the  wind  blew  from  the  north-west ;  on 
Wednesday  from  the  south ;  at  other  times  from  the  south-west.  The 
mean  dew-point  temperature  was  35*4  deg.

Complaints  have 
been  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  householders  and  other  inhabi¬ 
tants  to  the  local  boaH  of  health,  but  untM  recently  nothing  has 
been  doue  to  alter  the  drainage.  Sewera  are  now  being  made,  and 
m  d'gging  the  ground  many  of  the  old  cesspools  have  been  broken 
into.  Theie  have  been  continual  meetings  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Croydon  fur  some  time  past  relative  to  the  defective  drainage.

The 
hon.  and  rev.  gentleman  here  read  the  following  appeal,  which  had 
been  puhlisheri,  to  the  pious  liberality  of  Roman  Catholics :  j 

“Our  Lailye  of  (^raceof  Ac'on. — Our  Ladye  of  Grace  of  Acton  has  wel 
nigh  100  poor  children,  but  the  has  no  funds  for  either  school  or  teacher. 
Our  Ladye  of  Grace  of  Acton  has  a  priest,  with  a  cum  of  l..'iOO  souls, 
chiefly  tmor  labouring  men  and  women,  dispetted  through  the  villages  of 
Acton,  Ealing,  Turnham  green,  Chiswick,  Mutton,  and  part  of  Brentford; 
but  she  has  neither  ehnreh  for  her  people  nor  rectory  for  her  priest.  Our 
T.adye  of  Grace  of  Aeton  sits  in  her  poor  damp  cellar  weeping.  Such  the 
sole  shelter  she  has  for  herself,  her  children,  her  neople,  her  priest — ay. 
even  for  the  glorious  pretence  of  her  Hon.  Oh  !  *  Vos  omnet  qiii  transitis 
per  viaro,’ — can  you  do  nothing  for  our  Ladye  of  Grace  of  Acton,  noble 
and  rich  ladies  and  gentlemen,  with  pleasant  houses,  and  bright,  fair, 
happy  children— converts  who  owe  your  happiness  to  this  same  sweet  ladye 
—good  Christian  people  all,  who  profess  yourselves  tervanis  of  Maryef 
Money  will  console  her — monov  will  teach  her  poor  neglected  chdilrcn-— 
money  will  build  a  church  for  her  people,  and  a  tabernacle  for  her  Mon— 
and  nothing  but  money  will  do  these  thin<^.  Ah  !  send,  then,  tome  aid, 
even  though  the  most  trifling — even  a  postage  stamp.  Never  was  need 
more  dire  than  this.” 

(The  reading  of  the  above  announcement  was  followed  by  great  laugh¬ 
ter  )  That  appeal  reminded  him  of  the  old  Homan  observation, — 
••  Rem«— rsm.  guncuinfitt  mtodo  rrm.”  That,  he  presumed,  was  common 
tense,  and  not  fanaticism.  (Hear,  and  laughter.)  In  conclusion,  he 
«»h»erved  that  diplomacy  was  nut  a  matter  of  romplimeiit,  but  its  ob¬ 
ject  was  to  protect  the  interests  of  our  countrymen,  and  watch  us’er 
the  relations  of  other  stales,  and  therefore  in  pn>pusing  the  last  part  of 
the  resolution  be  did  so  with  the  reservation,  that  to  far  as  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  rights  of  Englishmen  and  the  maintenance  of  the  just  in- 
flueiiee  of  this  country  over  the  policy  of  other  States  would  allow, 
England  should  show  her  detestation  of  the  conduct  pursued  by  Tut- 
oany.  (Cheers.)

The  Pre.se rvatiow  of  Tihbf.r. — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  of  Civil  Engineers,  on  Wednesday,  the  discussion  on  the 
preservation  of  timber  was  renewed,  by  the  exhibition  of  specimeni 
of  timber  rendered  uninflammable  by  Sir  W.  Burnett’s  process 
(chlorine  of  zinc).  It  was  stated  that  in  the  most  intense  fire,  timber, 
or  even  linen,  so  prepared  could  only  bo  charred,  and  would  never 
burst  into  flame.  The  President  exhibited  portions  of  unprepsred 
and  of  creosoted  timber,  which  had  been  attached  to  the  worm-eaten 
piles  of  Southampton  Royal  Pier,  in  February,  1848,  below  the  level 
of  high  water  of  spring  tides.  The  specimens  showed  that,  whilst 
the  unprepared  and  the  “Pnyneized  ”  timber  was  entirely  converted 
by  the  worm  into  a  mass  of  disintegrated  fibre,  the  creosoted  timber 
had  not  been  touched  by  thoee  insects.  An  offer  was  made  to  sttscb, 
in  an  identical  position,  specimens  of  timber  prepared  by  any  procees, 
and  to  bring  them,  after  a  given  time,  before  the  institution,  to  enable 
the  merits  of  the  system  to  be  practically  ascertained.

an  inch  of  the  regular  pilch  (51b.  to  the  inch),  the  engineer  (Le<i lard)  I 
perceived  that  something  must  be  wrong,  aud,  after  speaking  to  his  I 
stoker,  who  pointed  out  that  the  water  was  right,  and  the  register ' 
correct  alto,  he  rushed  up  stairs  to  examine  the  boilers.  He  was  | 
seen  by  a  boy  to  enter  the  boiler-room  and  to  examine  the  boiler*. 
Uv  went  to  the  boiler  in  question  and  placed  his  hand  upon  I  he 
safety-valve,  holding  it  down  and  loosing  it  alternately,  supposing 
that  it  did  not  act  correctly.

CoLLiXRT  Aocidrrts. — A  fatal  accident  occurred  yesterday  week  at 
the  New  Cottani  pits,  near  Kckington,  about  midway  between  Ches¬ 
terfield  and  Masbro’  on  the  Midland  Railway,  by  which  seven  persons 
lost  their  lives,  owing  to  the  breaking  of  the  rope  which  held  the 
“  chair  ”  in  which  they  were  being  lowered  into  the  pit  for  their 

daily  work. - Another  shucking  accidsnt  to  four  men  took  place 

the  same  niglit,  at  the  Shortwood  Colliery,  Maiigotsfield,  about  six 
milts  from  Bristol.  The  accident  was  caused  by  the  breaking  of 
some  teeth  in  the  cog-wheel  of  the  engine  which  was  used  to  lower 
the  cart  containing  men  into  the  pit,  in  consequence  of  which  the  : 

cart  ran  down  at  a  tremeuduus  rate  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft _ a  I 

depth  of  some  280  or  240  yards.  Owing  to  the  engine  having  been 
disabled  the  getting  up  of  the  poor  fellows  hecaine  a  work  of  some 
time.  A  windlass  had  to  bo  erected,  and  it  was  not  until  between 
three  and  four  o’clock  in  the  inorning  that  they  could  be  extricated. 
They  were  all  alive,  but  dreadfully  injured,  and  one  of  them,  named 
Bennett,  died  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours,  leaving  a  widow  and  three 
children. 

SuiciDR  THOouau  Fsar.— An  iuquset  was  held  on  Saturday,  at  the 
workhouM,  Chelsea,  touching  the  death  of  8.  Dean,  aged  57,  a  cab¬
